Amsterdam, July SO.—“There is 
not a single German colonist in Rus­ 
sia who places tho smallest faith in 
the Russian government. Oar minds 
are made up. If Germany does not 
protect us with a strong hand there 
is only one Way out, namely, to emi­ 
grate to the United States or Can­ 
ada.** 
This is the statement of Pastor 
Johannes Schleuntng who has come 
to Berlin representing* the interests 
of so-called Volga Germans, a fann­ 
ing colony of seven hundred thou­ 
sand persons established along that 
river. 
After the Brest Litovsk peace 
Schleuning returned from three years 
banishment in Siberia 
and 
made 
himself spokesman of two million 
German settlers spread over differ­ 
ent regions of Russia. 
* 
According to his statement, the 
colonists were incorporated in the 
Russian army, first sent to the Rus­ 
so-German front and then some three 
hundred were transferred to the Cau­ 
casus. 
There they underwent ter­ 
rible 
sufferings, 
thousands 'died, 
those staying at home had their 
properties confiscated, were reduc­ 
ed to beggary and the Bolshevik! 
completed their ruin. 
Volga colonists now ask to be as­ 
sisted back to Germany or permit­ 
ted to settle in the Baltic provinces. 
Failing in this they intend to emi­ 
grate to America, declares Schlenulng 
who thus places before the German 
government a problem filled with pe­ 
culiar difficulties.
